FACTS AND FACES. 


Mr. G. R. Sims, 


the popular dramatist, is again to the fore, but 
he has changed his locality from sylvan Eng- 
lish scenes and London streets to the Green Isle 
(in the company of Mr. Robert Buchanan). But 
we know what to expect from this genial, hearty 
writer, whether we meet him in $t. Giles's or 
Jerusalem. What we like in Mr. G. R. Sims is 
his manliness and freedom from cant. His pen 
is а keen lance that has pricked many a bubble 
reputation and exposed many a sham. But he 
is a poet as well asa satirist, and that teaches 
him to elevate the better side of life in Modern 
Babylon, and none can doubt his genuine sym- 
pathy for the poor. The mantle of Dickens has 
fallen upon “ Dagonet” ; but the hurried pro- 
cesses of journalism prevent his working out 
his dramatic and humorous ideas in the form 
of elaborate novels. It may almost be taken 
for granted, also, that the day for illustrations 
of actual life, in three - volume, circulating- 
library form, has gone by. ‘The man who can 
sum up a theory in а sentence— whocan demolish 
a fallacy in an epigram — who can give the 
spirit of a noble deed in a couplet — is the 
man of the time. And that man is Mr. 
G. R. Sims. Some may say of his dramas 
that they have not the French constructive 
faculty. They could not have, according 
to his method of working out his scenes. 
French wit serves the ‘‘touch-and-go”’ art 
of the Parisian dramatist ; but English humour 
is slower, requires more elaboration, and, more- 
over, appeals to playgoers who take their time 
to think about a character or а scene. Hence it 
is that so many dramas on our stage go infinitely 
better after a few days’ performance—those of 
Mr. George R. Sims among them. It is my im- 
pression that the drama which will raise Mr. Sims’s 
reputation to its greatest height on the stage 
is yet to come. But already he has done work

‘Don Giovanni’ is a 
summit." Seeing what M. Gounod has done by 
devotion to the school of a great master, is a 
lesson to young composers to follow his example.

AShady Side of Modern Life occupied the atten- 
tion of a Lewes jury last week. It was disclosed in the 
action brought by Mr. Pickett, costumier, against 
Captain Lyon, to recover £894 for dresses supplied 
to his wife. ‘The jury were unable to agree in their 
answers to the points submitted for their considera- 
tion by Mr. Baron Huddleston, and they were 
accordingly discharged, but his Lordship directed 
that judgment should be entered for the defendant, 
who had on oath denied the truth of Mrs. Lyon’s 
statements. Her counsel alleged that Captain Lyon 
became the husband of this attractive lady well 
knowing of her relationship with Captain Warner, 
and that he sanctioned the large expenditure as 
necessary to enable her to meet Captain Warner in a 
style commensurate with the allowance be was making 
her of £4000 or £5000 per annum. ‘The mnrriage 
between Captain Lyon and this lady took place in 
1888. At that time defendant was a Lieutenant in 
the 1st Life Guards, with an income of £800 a year.

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Tue Queen is to be Patron of next year's great 
Naval Exhibition in London, the Prince of Wales 
will be President, and the Duke of Edinburgh one 
of the Vice-Presidents. Her Majesty is taking a 
warm interest in the preparations, апа has promised 
to lend any objects in her possession connected with 
the Navy which may be suitable for exhibition. 


Her Majesty, says Truth, has informed the 
Emperor William that it is utterly impossible for her 
to go to Berlin in November to be present at the 
wedding of Princess Victoria of Prussia and Prince 
Adolphus of Schaumburg-Lippe, but that the Prince 
and Princess of Wales and the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught will represent her. The Queen has given 
the Emperor a conditional promise to pay him a 
visit at Berlin next spring, when she is also to be the 
guest of the Empress Frederick at Cronburg, in the 
‘Taunus. 


The Queen will leave Osborne for Balmoral in the 
course of next week. The Queen intends to travel 
by her usual route, and not by the Forth Bridge and 
Dundee, as has been erroneously stated. 


The Emperor William arrived at Narva last Sunday 
evening from Reval. His Majesty, who wore the 
uniform of the Viborg Regiment and the Riband of 
the Russian Order of St. Andrew, was welcomed at 
the railway station by the Czar, who was attired in 
the uniform of the Alexander Regiment, with the 
Riband of the Order of the Black Eagle. After the 
various presentations had been made, the Czar and 
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his Imperial gnests, accompanied by their suites, 
drove to the Polivzeff Villa, where the German 
Emperor was heartily welcomed by the Czarina. On 
the way from the station to the villa the Czar and 
the Emperor William, as well as General Von Caprivi, 
were heartily cheered by the crowds thronging the 
streets. After dinner, which was served soon after 
the arrival of the Imperial party, а display of fire- 
works took place at the waterfall. 


President Carnot left Fontainebleau last Monday 
morning for La Rochelle, to open the new La Pallice 
Dock at that port. On arriving at La Rochelle the 
popular President of the French Republic met with 
an enthusiastic reception from the inhabitants. 


The Prince of Wales (who is in Homburg) is 
expected to arrive in Vienna about the middle of 
September, and to make a stay there of several days. 
His Royal Highness will afterwards proceed to the 
Hungarian estate of Count Tassilo Festetics. The 
Prince is expected to spend altogether about a fort- 
night in Austria and Hungary. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales ате not expected 
to return to Sandringham until the beginning of 
November, and then only for a short time, as they 
will go to Berlin on the 17th of that month.

The Emperor Francis Joseph on Monday cele- 
brated his sixtieth birthday, at Ischl, surrounded 
by his family. Various popular amusements were 
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arranged in Vienna and the other chief towns of the 
Empire, and the day opened with Divine service in 
allthe churches. Loyal articles on the joyful event 
appeared in all the papers. 


The Crystal Palace presented an animated aspect 
last Saturday, on the occasion of the opening of the 
third annual National Co-operative Festival, founded 
by Mr. Edward Owen Greening with the object of 
stimulating more earnest attention to the higher 
objects of the co-operative movement, and bringing 
together evidence of the progress made by societies 
in developing among their members tastes for 
horticulture, music, art, and technical skill in in- 
dustry. Throughout the day the Palace was invaded 
by large contingents of co-operative workers from 
all parts of the kingdom, and the organising com- 
mittee have every reason to be satistied with the 
marked success which has attended the present 
festival. The programme included the National Co- 
operative Flower Show, said to be the largest ever 
held anywhere, which occupied a very extensive 
space in the nave of the Egyptian Court. ‘The pro- 
ductive exhibition, under the auspices of the Labour 
Association for Promoting Co-operative Production, 
based on the copartnership of the workers, occupied 
half of the great concert-hall, and was limited to the 
societies which adopt the Labour Association's prin- 
ciple of allowing the workers a share in the manage- 
ment as well as in the profits. The exhibitors here 
consisted of thirty societies representing the follow- 
ing trades: cutlery, woollen cloth, fustian, hosiery, 
watchmaking, jewellery, lock, cocoa, seed, ironwork, 
pottery, hat, boot and shoe, leather, bookbinding, 
printing, building, domestic machinery, &c. In the 
evening a great co-operative demonstration was held 
in the theatre. Mr. E. Owen Greening, who pre- 
sided, announced that his Honour Judge Hughes, 
who was to have delivered a presidential address, had 
been unable to attend. The number of visitors to 
the féte was 34,675, against 32,553 last year. 


The Naval Manceuvres of '90 opened well with 
the defeat of the ‘Torpedo Flotilla at Plymouth on 
Saturday, Aug. 9, when Admiral Sir George Tryon 
once again displayed signal smartness, and our 
gallant Bluejackets served their guns with the readi- 
ness indicated in our front Illustration.

Margate Theatre 
is in Addington-street, at the corner of Hawley- 
square, and occupies the same site as the one 
built by Messrs. Mate and Robson in 1789. 
Within the walls of this cosy little theatre many 
notable actors have played their таз including 
Kean, Macready, Mathews, and Thorne. Among 
other places to visit may be mentioned 
the Grotto, a curious specimen of inlaying in 
shells, and the Vortigern Caves, entered from the 
back of Trinity-square.

Situated on the breezy cliffs, near the West- 
gate-road, the Royal Sea-Bathing Infirmary is 
one of the finest institutions of the town.

In 1882, a new 
wing was added, at a cost of £30,000, by the late 
Sir Erasmus Wilson, the celebrated specialist 
for skin diseases. 'The Deaf and Dumb Asylum, 
the largest building of the kind in the United 
Kingdom, was opened in 1873 by 


The Prince and Princess of Wales. 


Apropos of the Princess, the good people of Mar- 
gate boast of having presented the first loyal 
address of welcome to that esteemed Royal lady 
off the English shore in 1863, and the Alexandra 
Philanthropic House has been erected in her 
honour. The Townhall is an unpretentious 
building, forming one side of the Market-place. 
Tt contains several portraits of local celebrities. 
Convalescent homes and. schools are to be every- 
where met with in Margate.

We most of us glanced eagerly ut the text of the 
paragraph following the sidehead, wondering by 
what mishap the veteran jockey, who a few days 
ago was among us brisk and hearty as usual, 
was taken from our midst. The announcement 
proved literally correct, as recording the death of 
John Osborne, but it concerned a bearer of that 
name who was no connection of the Squire—lord of 
the manor of Bellerby, I think he is—who has been 
before the public so long. Old Johnny—“ the 
Pusher,” as he is nicknamed— will, I trust, be spared 
for many years, to show youngsters how to nurse a 
horse for finishing, and, if one may dare say it, a living 
warning to riders in short cuts not to follow his 


- method. 
Johnny’s Habit 


of behaving with too scrupulous fairness at the post, 
instead of engineering to take all possible advantage 
of the starter and other jockeys, has formed a basis 
for all manner of joking yarns. For instance, Signor 
B. Trovato swears that on one occasion Osborne, 
being left at the post wheu the rest of a big 
field got away after a series of false starts, held 
a little friendly confab with the starter. **Isthata 
start?" һе is made to inquire. ** Well, Johnny," 
Tom McGeorge is reported to auswer, “ I think it 
mu:t be. Both flags are down, and they're all 
running." То this John says, ** Then perhaps I'd 
better go too,” and follows the rest at a consider- 
able interval. ‘These stories are well enough in their 
way, bat young riders do not feel much inclined to 
joke when they find the old man bearing down 
on them after seeming quite out of the race. 
He frightens the young England school dreadfully, 
because they cannot tell from his style whether 
he is forcing his horse to the utmost or has pounds 
up his sleeve.

When 
he has a teom of horses away at а race-meeting, 
his string is generally first out in the morning, 
and frequently back in stables before some of the 
others are on the exercise ground. As a rule, you 
see him trudging to and from racecourses, if his hotel 
is anywhere within a few miles’ walk.

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IN FRANCE. 

A week has passed since I last wrote. I am still 
in France, but I have had no riding. If you 
could look with me out of the window near which 
I am writing, if you could see the glaring square 
below, and the dazzlingly white houses opposite, 
you would not wonder. It is far too hot for any 
exercise. ‘The drivers of the hacks, drawn up 
in a long row, sit all the afternoon under huge 
umbrellas; awnings are stretched out over the 
pavement; men passing wear straw hats with 
wide brims, very picturesque, but very sugges- 
tive. The air that comes in at the window is as 
hot as if it came from a furnace. The cyclist 
who journeys to France in August had better 
keep to the north. 


And yet I see a great many cycles about. Last 
night I met several jolting over the rough pavé. 
The other day I passed a poor unfortunate orderly 
in his heavy red trousers and blue coat on a new 
Quadrant, atneon. When I was in Poitiers, the 
town seemed full of machines, and everywhere I 
go I come across huge posters advertising the 
well-known English houses, as well as French 
firms. The Rudge Bicyclette is a familiar feature 
of railway stations. 


French manufacturers, I find, are making 
very faithful copies of some English and 
even American cycles. The Overman safety—an 
American machine—now appears under a French 
name. Indeed, I am told that one firm turns 
out such an excellent imitation of a certain 
English wheel that it actually sells it for the 
English original, thereby making a handsome 
profit, as it can charge for the duty which it 
has never had to pay. However, if the French 
Government insists, as has been proposed, that 
English machines sold in France should be un- 
mistakably stamped, an end will be put to this 
little game. Я 


Гат interested to find that priests in France 
have taken both to the cycle and to the camera. 
It is amusing to read in French cycling manuals 
and advertisements that for ladies and priests 
(who always wear their cassocks in the street 
here) a chain guard can be fixed to any machine. 
And the other day, in a little village where I 
stopped overnight, I saw two priests busily going 
about with their cameras, making photographs 
of the place. In a shop near the church you 
could buy the photographs taken by Monsieur 
Т” Abbé, who told me that he had a dark room 
and all that was necessary in his house. 


I read in my morning’s paper a funny piece of 
American cycling news, which was thought of 
sufficient importance to be telegraphed to France. 
It is the account of a wedding, the eccentricity 
of which, the French correspondent thinks, has 
never beeen equalled, even in America. Mr. 
Н. Е. Bacus, a professional cyclist, and a Miss 
Smith, dressed in their cycling suits and sitting 
on their bieycles—kept upright, I suppose, by 
one of the many patent rests—were married in a 
public square of New Haven, and at once, the 
ceremony performed, started off on their wheels 
on their wedding journey. After this, we shall 
hear of boating men in their flannels having 
their marriage service on the Thames, or why 
not of mountain climbers choesing for the same 
purpose the peak of the Matterhorn or the snow 
tields of Mont Blanc ? 


One thing that has surprised me over here is 
that I have not seen any pneumatic tyres on the 
road or even in the shops where cycles are sold. 
They may be found in Paris, but I should say 
they had not yet penetrated into the provinces. 
However, this is really not so much to be won- 
dered at, for in England road riders are only 
just beginning to realise their advantages. 
Another year I certainly should not start on a 
tour without cushioned wheels. I have been re- 
gretting my solid tyres ever since I landed in 
France. They are well enough on the roads, 
but on the paved streets of towns and villages 
the pneumatic is really indispensable. I hope
